Pursuant to the resolution adopted by the conference of State and 
Territorial health authorities with the Public Health Service June 
1, 1912, the secretary of the Iowa State Board of Health, reports that 
an unusual number of cases of diphtheria have been reported in Des 
Moines and Vinton, Iowa; that 149 cases of diphtheria were reported 
during the latter part of the month of November in Des Moines; 
that at Vinton there had been 15 cases of diphtheria reported during 
October and 15 additional cases to November 22; that during the 
latter part of November the outbreak at Des Moines was subsiding.
